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Local doctor pleased 
with agreement

Local doctors are pleased with the outcome of negotiations re¬ 
garding on-call pay for rural physicians. 

Dr. Richard James at College Green Medical Centre says, "I think 
it is a compromise... I think we are all happy with it." 

The compromise that he is speaking about was reached last week. 
Doctors, who previously received nothing for the many on-call hours 
that rural physicians put in, will receive $400 per 24 hour period they 
have to be available as of Oct. 1. Or they will receive $17 per hour for 
anything less than 24 hours. 

For local doctors this would add up to about $2000 extra in income 
each month for working one on-call shift per week, and one weekend 
per month. 

There are currently three doctors in Didsbury, but there are five 
on the on-call rotation including two doctors from Carstairs. They 
are on-call from 6 p.m. to 8 a.m. each day and all weekend. 

In addition to the to the payments, doctors will be able to charge 
on a fee-for-service basis as they have always done. 

Dr. James says, "I think it is a good incentive to attract doctors into 
rural locations which is something that has been lacking so far." As 
compared to a city family doctor, rural family doctors put in a great 
deal of on-call time, and James says that is often a deterrent to new 
doctors looking to set up or join a practice. 

Dr. Peter Lindsay, president of the Alberta Section of Rural 
Medicine, who had a great stake in these discussions said after the 
agreement, "The resolution of this important on-call issue means a 
great deal to rural physicians. It recognizes their lifestyle and 
economic challenges, and will go a long way toward helping Alberta 
to attract and keep physicians in rural areas."

Roy Brassard who retired from 
Provincial politics only last 
year, is coming out of retire¬ 
ment. 

Brassard has announced his 
intentions to run for school 
board trustee for the Didsbury 
area. 

But, the decision to give up 
some of the free time he has 
just recently come to know, was 
not an easy one. 

There were suggestions by 
community members as early 
as this winter and spring that 
he might make a good trustee, 
even his daughter suggested 
that he might bring something 


important to the board. 

What he would bring is ex¬ 
perience in politics and lots of 
it. He served as a trustee in 
1978 for Didsbury, before mov¬ 
ing into the rural area. He then 
served in the provincial legis¬ 
lature as MLA for 11 years. 

Brassard says that he has 
been on both sides of the fence 
and feels that he could bring 
some perspective to the board. 

He says, "I think there has 
been a lot of changes in our 
school board, and I have some 
difficulty with some of those 
changes." 

He says he believes that some 


of the concerns that have been 
on the school board for some 
time are now behind them, 
however there are some that 
still need dealing with. 

"I have a lot of concerns that 
deal with the day to day rou¬ 
tine of things." 

Brassard's day to day routine 
could change very much if he is 
elected on Oct. 19, which is vot¬ 
ing day for school board, county 
council, and town council. 

He is not going into this 
blindly, he says. Brassard and 
his wife Sheila had an "in-depth" 
discussion while they were 
away on holidays to consider 


the consequences and benefits 
of him coming out of retire¬ 
ment. 

"The decision Sheila and I 
made is based on the fact that I 
have the time, I have the inter¬ 
est, and I have three grandchil¬ 
dren in the system," says 
Brassard. 

'T honestly feel that I can 
bring representation for our 
community to the board." 

Brassard and his wife have 
lived in Didsbury for almost 25 
years. They were once business 
owners in town when they 
owned a car dealership and a 
book store.

Jim Turner of Didsbury has 
been appointed as one of the new 
members of the local health au¬ 
thority board. 

He was one of the ten appoint¬ 
ments to the Region Five Health 
Authority Board that was an¬ 
nounced last week by Health 
Minister Halvar Jonson. 

Another local appointee is Ed 
Johnston of Water Valley. 

These men, along with the 
eight other members were among 
the recommendations made to 
the minister by the Nomination 
Review Panel which was an eight 
member board with representa¬ 
tion from across the province. 

The local health Task Force, 
sent their recommendations to 
the nominating committee, one 
of which was Turner. 

Turner has held senior man¬ 
agement positions in a number of 
college settings, served on the 
Olds College Board of Directors 
and the Didsbury Business Revi¬ 
talization Committee. He has also 
been a director on the board of 
directors for the YMCA. 

Johnston was most recently 
employed as president of the Cal¬ 
gary and area United Way. Has 


In addition to the fee for on- 
call services that will help with 
the rural physician problem, the 
province has agreed to restruc¬ 
ture the Rural Physician Action 
Plan which is in place to deal 
with the issue. There are no 
specifics given in terms of what 
that restructuring will be. 

James says becoming a rural 
doctor is something that really 
has to be done knowing what is 
in store, long hours, a huge 
commitment. 

"But, we realize that it is part 
of our duties as a rural doctor. 
You have to know that when 
you decide that is what you 
want to do. You really have to 
go in with your eyes open," says 
James. 

However he adds, "It is a 
lifestyle issue." It may take time 
away from family, tie down plans 
for weekends or holidays, or 
any other number of things that 
might be frustrating to a new 
doctor. However, James says 
the monetary reward will help a 
new doctor make that lifestyle 
decision. 

The provincial Minister of 
Health Halvar Jonson appar¬ 
ently recognizes that. He said of 
the newly reached agreement, 
"There are significant economic 
circumstances involved in pro- 


been active in both health and 
social services fields, has co¬ 
chaired a Family and Social Serv¬ 
ices Review Panel, been a mem¬ 
ber of a hospital board, and a 
member of numerous other so¬ 
cial service and civic boards.

viding emergency on-call serv¬ 
ices in rural areas for physi¬ 
cians and their families. This 
plan recognizes this and com¬ 
pensates physicians while en¬ 
suring that Albertans living in 
these areas receive continuous 
emergency on-call services." 

The local doctors participated 
in a province wide job action 
when they closed their offices 
for a day in protest of the on-call 
payment issue, and the Rural 
Physicians Action Plan. 

The Alberta Medical Associa¬ 
tion and the province had come 
to a salary agreement before 
then, however the issues of on- 
call and rural physicians was 
left out of the original agree¬ 
ment and a timeline was set to 
deal with them. 

The negotiations were regard¬ 
ing these issues were between a 
working group comprised of 
members of the Alberta Section 
of Rural Medicine, the Alberta 
Medical Association and Alberta 
Health representatives. 

As of Apr. 1 of 2000, rural 
doctors will see the payment for 
on-call service jump to $21 per 
hour, or $500 for a full 24 hour 
period. 

All of this will cost the gov¬ 
ernment $4.7 million for the 
1998-99 fiscal year.

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Fees are getting out 
of hand, says Fader

Fees are too high. 

The new superintendent of 
Chinook's Edge School Division 
has wasted no time in address¬ 
ing issues that he feels strongly 
about. 

He suggested to the board 
that they take the issue of school 
fees to their planned meeting 
between Alberta School Boards 
Association and MLA's because 
he feels that due to government 
cutbacks, the schools are being 
forced to put more and more of 
the financial burden on par¬ 
ents. 

Almost every school has 
started charging school fees to 
the parents in some form or 
another. However, Fader says 
it is getting to be too much for 
families who are not financially 
advantaged. 

He says he has already re¬ 
ceived some phone calls this 
year regarding the level of fees 
charged by individual schools. 

Fader said, "We have to pro¬ 
vide service and programs to 
our students. Course fees and 
additional course fees are in 
some cases way too high and I 
think the provincial govern¬ 
ment should do something about 
it." 

He said that because schools 
are forced to charge these fees, 
it makes it tough for some fami¬ 
lies to have their children en¬ 
rolled in the higher cost option 
programs such as industrial 
arts, where there is a fee on top 
of regular school fees, and stu¬ 
dents also have to buy their 
own materials. 

He said it was getting to the 
point that it could very well 
verge on an "elitist system." 

But, he added, 'We are really 
caught because we have mini¬ 
mal funding and we have to 
charge fees." 

He suggested that the gov¬ 
ernment should have some edu¬ 
cational dollars earmarked to 
give to schools who don't charge 
school fees. 

Local principal of Didsbury 
High School, Mark Leggette 
said he agrees that it is a catch 
22 situation, whereby to offer 
the courses the school has to 
get the dollars from somewhere, 
but he finds that it is tough for 
some parents to be able to pay 
those costs. 

"It is another nickel and 
dime thing," he says of the 
cutbacks that have resulted in 
the need. "It would be nice to 
be able to eliminate them, but 
we need it to run the pro¬ 
grams." 

Leggette says it is hard for 
the school to have to collect 
the fees, especially when they 
know it is a struggle for some 
of the parents in the commu¬ 
nity. 

"We have become a collec¬ 
tion agency," he says dryly. 

Current school fees at DHS 
are a basic $75 for textbooks 
and materials for the core sub¬ 
jects, and $6 per credit (courses 
are usually five or six credits) 
for options plus the cost of all 
of their materials. So for ex¬ 
ample a student who is taking 
the basic subjects and three 
options in a year could have to 


pay about $165. 

He suggested that maybe it 
should all be included in the 
taxes that are collected and sent 
to the schools, but admitted 
that the province would prob¬ 
ably raise school taxes in that 
case. 

Fader and assistant superin¬ 
tendent Jim Gibbons, had other 
concerns regarding the funding 
of students. 

For example Gibbons said 
that the government cut out 
the rural equalization grant that 
used to be available with stu¬ 
dent loans. That grant would 
take into consideration that 
rural students who wanted to 
go onto advanced education 
would likely have to live away 
from home, and would receive 
some money to help balance 
those costs. Fader believes that 
the grant was cut with little to 
no consultation and thought as 
to how it would affect students 
living in rural areas. 

Trustees expressed their 
concern that even the required 
supplies for some basic courses 
aren't provided by funding 
through the province. For ex¬ 
ample, graphing calculators 
that are required for any sen¬ 
ior level mathematics course. 
These calculators can cost 
more than $100, and some stu¬ 
dents can’t afford that cost. 
Gibbons explained that some 
schools are trying to attain 
class sets through fund-rais¬ 
ing and other means, however 
that is not sufficient because a 
student can not take them 
home to do work. 

On the fund-raising issue, 
trustee Susan Denischuk said 
it is a good idea to ask the 
community to get involved in 
their children's education, 
however, she believes it has 
been taken too far when the 
community is expected to pick 
up even the most basic costs 
like textbooks and calculators. 

"I think our little communi¬ 
ties are really being pushed to 
the enth degree... We need to 
recognize our communities (for 
what they put towards educa¬ 
tion), but they are being pres¬ 
sured to their limit," said 
Denischuk. 

It has been suggested by the 
province that the schools and 
the school board use their cred¬ 
its at the learning resource 
centre that is run by Alberta 
Education, to purchase mate¬ 
rials such as the calculators 
or text books. However, trus¬ 
tees were quick to point out 
that their credits at the learn¬ 
ing resource centre have been 
cut, just another way to take 
away education funding with¬ 
out actually taking away dol¬ 
lars, they said. 

Trustees said that the 
boards in the province should 
take these concerns to the 
province in whatever way pos¬ 
sible, including through the 
Alberta School Boards Asso¬ 
ciation directors meeting with 
MLAs that is coming soon. 

Fader concluded, "We have 
a problem that needs to be 
addressed, but we need to do it 
jointly at both the province 
and at the local level."

Sundre mourns a mother’s loss

A family has been torn apart, and the heartache may seem unbearable at times, but the 
support of the community of Sundre is making it a little bit easier for the sole survivor of a 
horrible highway wreck. 

A mother and wife, Kimberley Stauffer is mourning the death of her husband, Trevor 
Stauffer, and two children Dallas, 5, and Emma, 3. 

A memorial service was held at James River Bible Camp last week, where Stauffer was 
surrounded by family and friends. 

She lost her family Sept. 4 during a family motorcycling trip. Trevor was riding ahead of 
Kimberly with the two children in a side car on Highway 2 near Leduc. The sidecar clipped the 
rear end of another vehicle and Trevor was thrown from his bike. He and his two children died 
at the scene. 

All three were then struck by another vehicle who was unable to stop in time to avoid the 
accident. 

Kimberly was also involved in the accident but sustained only minor iryuries and was treated 
and released from Leduc Hospital. 

As the Sundre community comes to grips with the tragic loss of three of their own they are 
coming together for support and offering it to Kimberly. 

A trust fund has been started in her name. Anyone wishing to donate can do so at the Bank 
of Montreal, Alberta Treasury Branch or the Credit Union in Sundre.

Grazing Lease Review 
causing anger in areas

Six hundred angry leaseholders came together in Youngstown to voice their concerns 
over the interim report of the grazing lease review committee, said Norman Ward, President 
of the Western Stock Growers' Association. In attendance for the first half of the meeting 
was Tom Thurber, Minister of Agriculture, Food and Rural Development, and local MLA, 
Shirley McLellan, Minister of Community Development, who received a very strong 
message of displeasure over Tom Thurber's interim report. 

Their main concerns, said Ward, were over the cap on industrial compensation, control 
over access and the devaluation of their equity. These are all very valid concerns, said Ward, 
and they communicated their frustration and anger at what they perceive as an attack on 
their livelihoods. 

As soon as the interim report was made public, said Ward, leaseholders across Alberta 
were put into an extremely untenable position. Leases are legitimate assets and as such are 
part of the overall financial picture of any enterprise. Imposing any kind of changes in the 
contract between the lessor and lessee ultimately will negatively impact the equity. For 
example, with over 6.2 million acres under grazing lease dispositions and approximately 
5,600 leaseholders this allows for an average of 1,114 acres per leaseholder. If each acre 
under a grazing disposition contract is devalued by even $100 per acre said Ward, then the 
Alberta government has effectively pulled out over $600 million of equity from the 
agricultural industry. Furthermore, said Ward, this will devalue deeded land that sits 
beside it. 

All Albertans need to be aware of the possible confiscation of rancher's assets, through 
legislative changes to the public lands act. 

The Western Stock Growers' Association will be meeting with Thurber's committee on 
Sept. 23 to discuss the interim report. In the meantime, we will continue to support 
community meetings to allow leaseholders to have a frank discussion on the ramifications 
of this report, Ward said. 
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evening service we were to have 
games on the courts, which of 
course are outside.

They 
were treated very nicely, and 
encouraged when they made mis¬ 
takes. It was a very good experi¬ 
ence for them. Just to give you 
some idea of the nationalities in 
our school, these two girls are 
from Eritrea and Lebanon. 
Janet’s discipleship group met 
on Thursday and again discussed 
dating. It was a lively discussion 
that got off the subject at times 
but even those side discussions 
were good. The girls want to 
know how the Bible affects their 


lives and give all sorts of exam¬ 
ples from their own lives. One 
discussion concerned swearing. 
Words that are considered swear¬ 
ing or so crude as to be unaccept¬ 
able in normal usage in North 
America are commonly-used 
words here. We had to discuss 
the context in which the word 
was used and whether it was a 
swear word in that context. Three 
of the girls stayed for about an 
half hour afterwards. They were 
quite concerned about some of 
the behaviour of some of their 
classmates and their own temp¬ 
tation to do the same things. 
There has been quite of lot of 
cheating on tests in their class 
recently and one of the new teach¬ 
ers was having difficulty getting 
the class to behave. Some of the 
kids were really taking advan¬ 
tage of his inexperience. These 
girls not only expressed their 
concerns to Janet but offered 
some good suggestions as to what 
could be done to alleviate some of 
the problems. They gave Janet 
permission to share their con¬ 
cerns with the other Middle 
school teachers as long as she 
didn’t tell their names. Janet 
passed on their concerns and 
suggestions, especially those for 
the new teacher. He put some of 
their suggestions into practice 
on Friday. Two of the girls told 
Janet after school that class was 
much better. It is satisfying for 
the girls to have their concerns 
taken seriously and to see 
changes come about as a result. 
Hopefully, they will continue to 
feel free to share with Janet.

The ABC and the Western 
Barley Growers Association 
(WBGA) have no problem at all 
with elevator companies pay¬ 
ing the CWB initial price up 
front for malt barley purchases, 
on delivery at the elevator 
rather than the way it usually 
has been done - on delivery at 
the final destination. That led 
to malt being rejected and sold 
as feed barley constantly upon 
the whim of the buyer, and left 
the farmer taking all the risks, 
with the Elevator Company and 
the CWB and the buyer taking 
none. By paying the initial up 
front at the elevator upon deliv¬ 
ery, the elevator company take 
some of the risk, although in 
the end farmers are still taking 
the bulk of it while they wait to 
see if it is ultimately rejected 
later. As well, the farmer still 
has to wait for his/her final 
payment to come down the pipe 
from the CWB up to 18 months 
later. The WBGA has been call¬ 
ing for a better malt system for 
years, and this is a small step 
towards one, but a step forward 
nonetheless. 

The objections that the 
WBGA and the ABC have to 
this CWB program is that they 
are paying all elevator compa¬ 
nies an incentive of $1.50 per 
tonne from farmer's money in 
the malt barley pool fund to 
encourage them to do this. In 
other words they are using OUR 
money to bribe private grain 
companies to pay us part of 
OUR money up front. This isn't 
the stupidest part of the whole 


scheme. The whole idea of pay¬ 
ing the initial for malt barley at 
the driveway was thought up 
by ConAgra Grain, and soon 
followed by the UGG, who 
thought it would be a competi¬ 
tive way to encourage farmers 
to deliver malt barley to their 
elevators. These two companies 
were doing it at no cost to the 
far mer and with no incentive 
from the CWB . just to get 
malting volume, and covering 
the risk themselves! My guess 
is that a certain other group of 
elevator companies that had the 
word "Pool" in their name got 
the CWB to jump on the band¬ 
wagon and provide it for every¬ 
one at farmer's expense, but I 


could be wrong. Perhaps the 
CWB just did it out of the good¬ 
ness of their heart for their old 
friends, the same way we all 
paid for free protein testers in 
elevators a few years ago (UGG 
had bought their own before 
the CWB gave everyone a free 
one at farmer’s expense). Per¬ 
haps when the CWB elections 
roll around, this is a question 
you might ask potential candi¬ 
dates for the new Board of Di¬ 
rectors - why do farmers need a 
monopoly buyer/seller that 
stamps out competition for 
farmer's grain sales?

The MLA Farm Property As¬ 
sessment Review Committee is 
seeking public input on proposed 
changes to how farmland is as¬ 
sessed and taxed. The committee 
released the “Discussion Paper 
on Farm Property Assessment 
and Taxation” on Sept. 9 and 
encouraged interested Albertans 
to comment on their recommen¬ 
dations and options.

Marz, the discussion paper ad¬ 
dresses issues relating to the 
assessment of woodlots, land not 
used for farming and modern day 
farming practices that do not fit 
within the present definition of a 
farming operation. 

“The present method of as¬ 
sessing farmland was developed 
in the early 1980s and only rec¬ 
ognizes three types of farming 
practices - grain and oilseed 
dryland farming, ranching and

A local business says they 
are sick of waiting patiently to 
recover some property that was 
stolen from their company, and 
they are ready to do something 
about it. 

Sun Craft Log Homes is of¬ 
fering a reward for information 
leading to the reclamation of 
very valuable, and unique items 
taken from their business in the 
Didsbury Industrial Park. 

It was sometime between the 
hours of 5 p.m. on the Saturday 
and 12 p m. on the Sunday that 
it is suspected that the crime 
occurred on Aug. 22 or 23. 

An employee had been work¬ 
ing the Saturday afternoon and 
was in and out of a blue shed, 
where many of the valuable cus¬ 
tom made windows and doors 
are stored. 

When he returned the next 
day and went back into the blue 
shed on the property, he noticed 
that there was considerably 



irrigated land farming. There 
have been significant changes in 
the agricultural industry since 
the 1970s,” said Marz. 

“For example, intensive live¬ 
stock operations are not covered 
under the present definition 
which focuses on the production 
of field crops.

Ahlf, and owner of Sun 
Craft, Paddy Munro are ask¬ 
ing locals to "keep their ear to 
the ground" and watch what 
is being used in new homes 
around the area. The pur¬ 
chaser may not have even 
known the products were 
stolen, and may be in the 
process of installing them 
somewhere. 

Sun Craft is offering $500, 
for the information that leads 
to the arrest and conviction 
of those responsible. 

Munro is hoping that he 
will have the same luck that 
he had last time something 
was stolen off his property.

I am a maker of lists. There are the short term lists; 
groceries, errands that need running, things for lodge, 
books I want to buy or get from the library. There are 
seasonal lists; plants and seeds I'd like to try, places I 
would like to go in the summer and Christmas lists, (I 
have Christmas lists that go back to when the kids 
wanted Tonka Toys and Winnie the Pooh). I have lists 
of possible columns and lists of long term needs and lists 
of names and organizations that I might want to contact 
in regard to a specific project. Then there is my Master 
List. This list is mostly of jobs and projects that need to 
be done very soon, people I should phone, write or visit, 
things that should be made, mended or sewn. Each 
Master List lasts about three months, by then most of 
the items have been crossed off and I transfer the 
uncrossed obligations to a new list, along with whatever 
else is pressing at the moment. 

My lists are more than simple reminders, they are 
powerful psychological tools. It's a very bad day when I 
can't find something to knock off the list. Even if it's just, 
"take jelly down to cold room" or, "make up guest room 
bed." On the days that I take really important stuff off, 
the feeling of virtue may carry over until I reward myself 
by doing practically nothing the next day, while I catch 
up on some guilt free reading. I have been known to put 
things on the list after I have actually done them, 
because that gives me the satisfaction of crossing them 
off. I also break up large jobs into sections so that each 
undertaking is more manageable. "Edge flower beds," is 
a ten day job so I put down, "edge west bed," "clean up 
lupines," "edge peninsula" etc., etc. 

I have been keeping a master list for a long, long time 
and mostly the items on the list have changed according 
to our changing lifestyle, but one entry, "gate sign," has 
moved from list to list for at least 20 years. The problem 
has not been in finding a nice tasteful gate sign, we have 
one of those up near the house. It says OLSON, Ralph 
and Noreen. The problem has been that I want a sign 
that names the farm and we have never been able to all 
agree on what the name should be. There are lovely 
spruce here and lots of springs. Spruce Springs was a 
possibility as was Seven Springs because it's alliterative, 
not because that's the actual number of springs, (we 
think there are between six and 10). But a campground 
near here put up a 'seven springs' sign and we didn't want 
to look like copycats so seven springs was a discard. 
"Long Lane Farm" was one of the kid suggestions in the 
days when they had to run for the school bus, and still 
aiming at alliteration, someone suggested "Potentilla 
Potential." We have a little creek and we thought of 
several names that involved the creek, but on the days 
when we had tried for three hours to get the calves 
across it, the creek inspired names were not what nice 
people would put on a gate sign. When the Norwegian 
relatives were here I had them translate things like, 
home place, family farm, sanctuary, shelter from the 
storm, but everything sounded too ethnic and for third 
and fourth generation Albertans a bit silly. So there was 
no name for the farm, and no gate sign and three or four 
times a year I moved the entry to another master list and 
wondered if I should just forget the whole thing. 

Early this summer I made another master list and 
moved gate sign' for about the fiftieth time. Maybe I was 
feeling my own morality and wondering if I was running 
out of time, maybe some planet was aligned with the 
astrological symbol for gate signs. I checked newspaper 
ads and called Shelley Barkman at Rishell Signs in 
Carstairs. I took her some Norwegian Rosemaling pat¬ 
terns and some sketches and ideas that had been in my 
file for years. She made up several versions of my idea 
and Ralph and I chose the one we liked best. This is now 
Olson's GREENHAVEN farm, est. 1925. A swirl of 
Rosemaling fills my need for a little ethnic input and the 
culvert sections that the sign sits in will hold flowers in 
summer, maybe some spruce branches and red velvet at 
Christmas. We should have opened a bottle of cham¬ 
pagne when I finally crossed gate sign' off the list.

Sandwiches are really a fresh start for new owner

There is a subway in almost 
every town, and it is not the 
kind that blows a whistle and 
rumbles as it passes. However, 
it is the kind that stops your 
tummy from rumbling with 
pangs of hunger. 

Subway is the fastest grow¬ 
ing franchise in the world, says 
the new Didsbury Subway's 


owner, Ed Lengyel. And he has 
capitalized on the opportunity. 

Lengyel purchased the Sub¬ 
way next to the Super 8 Motel in 
May, to add to his Sundre Sub¬ 
way operation. 

He says it has taken some 
time, but he is starting to feel as 
though things are getting to 
run the way he had hoped. 

Owning two Subway stores, 


and living with his wife Karen, 
and two kids Renee and Jarrod 
in Sundre, can keep a guy busy. 

But Lengyel says, "It is a 
little busy but it is manageable." 
He bought the store from his 
cousin who used to run the 
Didsbury operation. 

In fact, it was his family that 
got Lengyel into the operation 
of Subway in the first place. 
Between, cousins, and sisters, 
and other relatives, the family 
owns a total of 11 Subway loca¬ 
tions throughout Alberta. Each 
Subway is independently owned 
and operated, and his family 
sure seems to think it is a lucra¬ 
tive venture. 

So when Lengyel decided that 
he wanted to get out of Calgary, 
where he worked at Telus for 15 
years, he looked into opening 
the sandwich store in a commu¬ 
nity that he liked, and didn't 
already have one. Sundre is 
where he ended up first, but 
then took over Didsbury be¬ 
cause it seemed like a natural 
progression. 

One of the major changes 
that Didsburians will notice at 
the local store is that the hours 
have changed. It is now open at 
6 a.m. for breakfast, and Lengyel 
is running a special to promote 
that. Right now he is hoping 
that people on their way to work 
will stop and pick up a sandwich 
for their lunch, and he will give 
them a free breakfast. He says 
that he hopes that this will make 
people more aware of the change 
in business hours. 

Another change, one that was 
handed down from the world 
headquarters, is that Subway 
now offers wraps. 

Lengyel says that he believes 
the fast growing popularity of 
Subway is due to a whole societal 
change in attitude. They want 
to eat a more healthy diet, but 
still have the convenience. 


"It is fresh, healthy food, and 
it is quick service," he says. He 
has 7 employees at the store 
who helps keep it that way, and 
who run the store while Lengyel 
is in Sundre. 

One other change that 
Lengyel would like to make in 
the store, is actually not within 
the store itself, but beyond. 

"I would like to have the store

Horse Whisperer 

There are only a handful of “horse whisperers” in the 
world and Olds College’s Extension Department is bringing 
one of the best to campus. Chris Irwin, from Swift Current, 
Saskatchewan, is known in the horse industry as the 
“Canadian Horse Whisperer.” He is running two courses 
through the College. 

The first was at the College September 11- 13 and the 
second will be in Okotoks with our partner, the Okotoks 
Agricultural Society, October 23-25. It is already full, 
although spectators can attend for $25 a day. 

A “horse whisperer” is a person who earns a horse’s 
respect and trust by imitating horse behaviour. By thinking 
and acting like a horse, instead of “breaking” the horse with 
force and intimidation, a “horse whisperer” earns the 
animal’s respect and trust. This technique is very popular 
of late because of numerous books and articles about the 
practice and the popular acclaim for Robert Redford’s recent 
movie “The Horse Whisperer.” 

Jennifer Hunder, the College’s Equine Extension 
Co-ordinator, says “Chris is in great demand and we are 
honoured to have him lecturing here and in Okotoks. His 
reputation as a teacher is growing because of his apparent 
magical ability with horses and his methods of demystifying 
the non-resistance bonding process between people and 
horses.” 

Irwin, who has released a book and a series of instruc¬ 
tional videos on his training methods, regularly lectures at 
the Western College of Veterinary Medicine at the Univer¬ 
sity of Saskatchewan. He has an extensive background in 
a wide variety of horse disciplines and has earned 18 
National U.S. Championships in riding and driving.

A central Alberta educator, 
Marion Leithead, has estab¬ 
lished a preschool farm safety 
program (PFSP) with the help 
of a grant from the Canadian 
Agricultural Safety Program 
(CASP) and support from 40 
local agencies, institutions and 
agri-businesses. The safety pro¬ 
gram originated as a pilot project 
stemming from Leithead’s mas¬ 
ters research into rural child 
care. Her research showed that 
rural preschoolers were at risk 
for farm related injuries and 
fatalities while developmentally 
appropriate preventative farm 
safety initiatives were almost 
nonexistent. 

Leithead’s hand on, play- 
based module has been adapted 
by communities for numerous 
programs in the past year. The 
PFSP was used in a rural sum¬ 
mer safety program, children’s 
programmingat Farm and Trade 
Fairs, a rural women’s confer¬ 
ence, a day care and a day home 
combination kindergarten, early 
elementary classrooms, and a 
Hutterite colony. 

The object of the program is 
to raise farm safety awareness 
to prevent and/or reduce child¬ 
hood farm injuries and deaths. 
Of the five Alberta childhood 
farm deaths in 1996, four were 
under five years of age. In 1997 
unofficial statistics, there were 
208 reported childhood injuries. 
Four of the 17 childhood fatali¬ 
ties were under the age of 10 
years. The heartache accompa¬ 
nying these grim and prevent¬ 
able statistics can only be un¬ 
derstood fully by surviving par¬ 
ents, grandparents, brothers, 
sisters, family and friends. 

The PFSP can help children 
develop certain habits of heart 
and mind, a safety sense that 
will enable them to protect them¬ 
selves, their family and friends, 
and their community from harm.

He stresses the importance of 
farmers and ranchers reporting 
any missing or stolen livestock 
immediately.He points out the 
sooner the report is made the 
faster RCMP can act and take 
the appropriate actions.

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Manure, more is 
not always better

Manure can greatly benefit the soil when applied at the proper 
rates. It provides nutrients for crops and can improve soil struc¬ 
ture by increasing the organic matter levels. 

Because manure is “natural,” people sometimes fall into a false 
sense of security thinking the more manure, the better. Research 
shows this is not true, especially when applied repeatedly at high 
rates. 

Dr. Chi Chang, a soil scientist at the Lethbridge Agriculture 
and Agri-Food Canada Research Station studied the effects of long 
term manure application with a project starting in 1973. One to 
two year old feedlot cattle manure was annually applied on both 
dryland and irrigated clay loam soils. The manure was incorpo¬ 
rated with no other added fertilizer. The following results were 
found after a 10 year period from 1973 to 1983. Some are positive 
and some are negative. 

On dryland, grain yields generally declined at the 24 tonnes per 
acre rate, and under dry conditions at the 12 tonnes per acre rate. 

Organic matter levels on dryland in the top foot of soil were 
increased from 2% to about 3%, 4% and 4.5% for the 12, 24 and 36 
tonnes per acre rates respectively. 

Manure had an acidifying effect on the soil. On dryland, the pH 
in the top foot of soil decreased from about 7.9 to 7.6, 7.4, and 7.2 
for the 12, 24 and 36 tonnes per acre rates respectively. 

Salinity (salts) in the soil also increased. An EC measurement 
of over two is considered saline and may start affecting the yield. 
On dryland, EC's in the top foot increased from 1 to about 3, 4 and 
6.5 at the 12, 24 and 36 tonnes per acre rates. A similar trend 
occurred under irrigation but at lower soil depths due to water 
leaching the salts down. 

Chang's research also pointed out other concerns such as high 
levels of excess nitrates, phosphorus and sodium. Excess nitrates 
can cause human and animal health problems when it contami¬ 
nates water. Phosphorus loading creates algae blooms in lakes. 
Organic phosphates in manure are much more soluble than 
inorganic phosphate. This means surface runoff through manure 
can carry organic phosphates into streams, etc. Excess sodium 
causes the formation of hardpan (solonetzic) soils. 

These undesirable effects can be avoided for the most part by 
applying manure less frequently and at lighter rates. Odour 
problems and surface movement of organic phosphates can be 
reduced by incorporating manure. Manure incorporation also 
reduces ammonia losses making more efficient use of the nitrogen 
content of manure. Although I have not talked about hog manure, 
similar trends will occur. Manure is great for the soil ... up to a 
point.

The 
quickest pace in the last 10 
years was 41% complete by Aug. 
31. Average harvest progress in 
the last five to 10 years has 
been between 17 and 22% com¬ 
plete by the end of August.

Hay wins duel with Airwolf in Merritt, BC 


Only pride was at stake when 
Rod Hay drove into Merritt, BC, for 
the annual Labour Day weekend's 
Nicola Valley Pro Rodeo. 

The five time Canadian cham¬ 
pion saddle bronc rider had the 
Canadian Finals and the National 
Finals made. 

He was in Merritt for one reason 
only: to get even with Airwolf, the 
grey outlaw many consider the 
rankest bucking horse in the world. 

Two wolves in an eight-second 
dance - and this time Hay was still 
doing the leading when the music 
stopped. 

When it was all over, he dropped 
to his knees in the dirt, took off his 
hat and waved at the Verne 
Franklin-owned gelding as he left 
the arena - his way of saluting a 


spirited bucking horse. 

The judges were over¬ 
whelmed, too. They marked 
the couple 90 points. 

"He's a great horse, that son 
of a gun. I love him," said Hay. 
"He tests you every jump. 
There's no way of ever know¬ 
ing if you’re going to make the 
whistle." 

They'd met three times be¬ 
fore. Airwolf had a two-to-one 
edge. Now, they are even. 

"I'd say he was as rank to¬ 
day as he's ever been with me," 
said Hay. "He had a lot of dif¬ 
ferent moves in him. I'm happy 
to get evened up with him. I 
can't wait for the next time." 

The last time they met was 
in the final four of the $50,000 


round at the Calgary Stampede 
earlier this summer. Hay won 
that duel with an 89-point spur 
ride. 

"It felt to me that he was 
buckier today than there," he 
said. "It's hard to make an out- 
standi ng ride on a horse 1 i ke that 
because he keeps on changing 
his program on you." 

Hay earned just over $1,000. 
He took the money, of course, 
but what really got him pumped 
was meeting the challenge. 

The three rodeos over the La¬ 
bour Day holiday - including 
Merritt, the Interior Provincial 
Exhibition and Stampede in 
Armstrong, BC, and the Okotoks

Rookie barrel racer Jodi 
Hollingworth had a record-break¬ 
ing weekend, easing past the 
rookie earnings record set by 
Curtis Cassidy last year.

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Grizzly bear attacks rare, group says 


"Last weekend's deadly griz¬ 
zly bear encounter was very un¬ 
fortunate but fatal bear attacks 
are very rare," said Sue Toye, 
spokesperson for the World Soci¬ 
ety for the Protection of Animals 
(WSPA). 

The group which recently 
launched a national campaign to 
teach people how to prevent un¬ 
wanted bear encounters, hopes 
their education program will 
make them even more infre¬ 
quent. 

"Grizzly bear attacks are ex¬ 
tremely rare," said Toye. "In Banff 
National Park, there has only 
been one injury related to grizzly 
bear attacks since September 
1995 and the park receives over 
four million visitors each year." 

Grizzly bears are solitary, shy 
creatures. They generally do not 
seek out human contact. There 
are an estimated 16,000 grizzly 
bears in Western Canada; 1,200 
living in Alberta. Although 
sightings of both grizzlies and 
black bears are common in Al¬ 
berta, few result in injury. The 
key is to take precautions to avoid 
contact with them. Removing any 
source that may attract a bear 
such as food wastes and being 
alert for signs of bear activity in 
the wild will reduce the chance of 


an encounter with a bear. 

In an information booklet of¬ 
fered free to the public by WSPA 
as part of their campaign to re¬ 
duce conflicts between the pub¬ 
lic and bears, practical tips are 
provided to hikers, campers and 
cottagers to reduce the risk of 
encountering bears. Those in¬ 
terested in receiving a free guide 
can call l-800-363-WSPA(9772). 

The guide includes the fol¬ 
lowing tips for hikers: 

• Talk loudly while walking 
through heavily wooded areas 
where visibility is limited or near 
streams where hearing may be 
limited. If a bear hears you com¬ 
ing, it will usually avoid you. 

• Be alert for bear signs. Look 
for bear scat, fur on the barks of 
trees or overturned rocks. Leave 
the area immediately if you come 
across a dead animal. 

• If you encounter a bear, do 
not make eye contact and do not 
photograph the bear. Do not ap¬ 
proach or feed the bear. 

• If a bear starts to follow you, 
don't run. Walk slowly away. You 
can drop an object such as your 
backpack to distract the bear. 
Only drop food as a last resort if 
you don't have anything else to 
distract the bear. 

• Keep all dogs on a leash and 


under control. Dogs may be help¬ 
ful in detecting bears but they 
may also fight with bears or lead 
them back to you. 

• Avoid wearing perfume or 
scented hair products. 

What campers can do: 

• Deposit garbage in nearby 
garbage dumps or in your vehicle 
until it can be dumped. 

• Do not keep any food, even 
chocolate, or other items that 
have an odour such as toothpaste 
or perfume in your tent. 

• Store all food in your vehicle 
or suspend from two trees at least 
six to eight metres apart and four 
metres off the ground. 

• Try to avoid bringing canned 
food with strong odours such as 
tuna and salmon. Burn food 
scraps after each meal and wash 
tins after eating. 

• Wash all dishes immediately 
after each meal and do not keep 
the clothes you wore while cook- 
ingin the tent. Store these clothes 
in your vehicle or suspend with 
your food. 

• Look for any bear signs and 
avoid any natural food areas for 
bears before you set up your camp¬ 
site. If you see any garbage or 
food strewn in the bushes, dead 
animals or berry bushes filled 
with fruit, find another spot to

pitch your tent. 

• Set up your camp away from 
natural paths or streams as bears 
are likely to use these routes. 

WSPA's aims is to educate the 
public how to avoid bear prob¬ 
lems and to reduce the number 
of bears that become habituated 
to human food sources. Labelled 
'nuisance bears,' these food-con¬ 
ditioned bears are usually de¬ 
stroyed. Launched nationally this 
summer, BearSafe is an educa¬ 


tional campaign designed to pro¬ 
tect both bears and people. 

"If you are attacked by a griz¬ 
zly bear, do not resist; roll into a 
tight ball on the ground with your 
fingers laced behind your neck 
and do not move until you feel it's 
safe to do so,” said Toye. "This 
position will protect your face, 
neck and vital organs from the 
attack. The grizzly bear usually 
leaves you alone once it realizes 
that you are not resisting.”
